A series of winter storms 
brought snow, 
rain and cold 
weather to many parts of the 
nation today. 
A large storm moving into 
the upper Great Lakes from the 
Great Plains spread snow from 
the eastern Dakotas to Indiana. 
Travel warnings for blowing 
and drifting snow were issued 
for Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
South of tile snow, scattered 
rain fell from Southern Illinois 
to Oklahoma. 
Frigid arctic air settled in be­ 
hind the storm in tile Northern 
Plains and tile Rockies, bring­ 
ing cold-wave warnings to por­ 
tions of Wyoming, Colorado and 
Nebraska. 
Residents in northern Califor­ 
nia began mopping up after two 
days of torrential rains which 
killed three persons and closed 
a number of roads. 
An unidentified couple was 
killed Friday when their car 
went over an embankment on a 
unshed-out road in Del Norte 
County. Another man was bur­ 
ied in his car Thursday in a 
mud slide which engulfed four 
vehicles. 
On tile East Coast, a large 
winter storm over New Eng­ 
land began slipping off to sea, 
but travel warnings remained 
in effect from Rhode Island to 
coastal Maine.

The music was 
by Lionel 
Hampton, the songs by Lainie 
Kazan and then the politics by 
governors, 
senators and two 
members of the Nixon Cabinet 
as the Committee for the Re­ 
election of the President sought 
to stir up the Republican loyal­ 
ists and turn out a big primary 
vote for the absent Nixon. 
New York Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller recalled his own fu­ 
tile New Hampshire campaign 
eight years ago in a primary 
won by Henry Cabot Lodge, 
who was in Saigon at the time. 
“The man #who wasn’t here 
won that primary,” said Rock­ 
efeller. “Well, that’s life.. . this 
time I think it’s going to hap­ 
pen again, it’s going to be Dick 
Nixon... he’s 
the 
man 
who 
isn’t here.” 
A 
crowd 
of 
nearly 
1,500 
turned out on a snowy New 
Hampshire 
night 
and 
heard 
Rockefeller, an old Nixon politi­ 
cal rival, extol the President as 
“a man of the hour, a man who 
has that extra sense to look 
into the future.” 
Rockefeller said that is what 
Nixon did with his visit to Com­ 
munist China. 
“I’d like to say to those who 
don't agree with him about this

'There were pictures of 
huge American cars hurtling 
along, which showed, according 
to Zorin, that “Americans re­ 
spect force.” 
He also found something to

trade towers going up in New 
York City. Zorin called 
them 
one of the 
most 
interesting 
buildings in America. 
“They build not only economi­ 
cally, but well,” he said. “Eut 
below the glistening towers you 
can see serious problems.”

Plastic Tree Idea 
Dies On The Vine 
LOS 
ANGELES 
(AP) 
- 
County superiors’ idea of plant­ 
ing plastic trees has died on 
the vine. 
Bowing to public pressure, 
the supervisors have agreed to 
return to using nature’s prod­ 
ucts to landscape county roads. 
However, 900 artificial plants 
and trees, placed along a boule­ 
vard at a cost of $74,504, will 
remain as long as they survive.

The tem perature of the soil 
is prim arily dependent upon the 
amount of radiant energy that 
is received from the sun. 
There 
are 
several 
charac­ 
teristics of the earth's surface 
that greatly effect the amount 
of radiation or heat that is 
retained. There are three main 
characteristics 
a f f e c t i n g 
Pickaway County soils — land­ 
scape position, vegetative cover 
and physical soil properties. 
The landscape position affects 
the angle at w'hich the sun rays 
hit the earth. Soils on south, 
southwest 
and 
west 
facing 
slopes 
will 
have higher soil 
tem peratures the year around 
than the soils on east, northeast 
or north facing slopes. 
Therefore the regions having 
more uniform soil tem peratures 
occur in nearly level soil areas 
of western Pickaway County 
rather than in the rolling or 
sloping regions in the eastern 
and southeastern sections. 
Vegetative cover affects the 
amount of heat received and 
retained from the sun. Bare soil 
warms up more quickly than 
soils having vegetative cover 
but also freezes more quickly. 
Soil covered with grass, trees 
and even compost, warms up 
more 
slowly 
but 
also 
cools 
much more slowly than 
bare 
soil. 
Bare 
soils 
have 
the 
greatest 
extrem es 
of 
te m -1 
perature, whereas soils under 
forest cover have the least. 


Physical soil properties in­ 
fluence 
the 
amount of heat 
intake from the sun. 
Dark 
colored 
soils 
absorb 
more heat than light colored 
soils. Well drained soils warm 
up more quickly than poorly 
drained 
soils. 
Soils 
high 
in 
organic m atter warm up more 
quickly 
than 
those 
low 
in 
organic m atter. 
Sandy 
and 
gravelly soils 
warm up more quickly than 
clay soils. Soils having good 
tilth w'arm up more quickly. 
So, 
in 
sum m ary, 
it 
can 
readily be seen that landscape 
position, vegetative cover and 
the 
various 
physical 
soil 
oroDerties 
greatly affects 
the 
soil 
tem perature. 
Soil 
tem ­ 
perature in turn affects the life 
processes of every living thing, 
thereby affecting 
the 
plant 
growth of agricultural crops, 
l a w n s , 
shrubs, 
vegetables, 
nursery 
plants 
and 
many 
others. 
W'hat 
portion of the 
landscape 
do 
you 
live 
on; 
nearly level, north or south 
facing slope? Do you have the 
soil protected with vegetative 
cover or the soil around your 
shrubs with compost? What are 
the physical properties of your 
soils? Do you have soils 
that 
warm up quickly or slowly in 
the spring? Obtaining answers 
to these 
questions, 
some of 
which 
are 
answered in this 
article, should give you a better 
understanding and appreciation 
of the importance of soil and 
soil tem perature in all our lives.

Agriculture’s farm storage and 
drying equipment loan program

This represents a decrease 
from the present rate of 6 per 
cent annually. Lower borrow­ 
ing cost of Commodity Credit-

interest rate to 
farm ers, USDA officials said. 
Under this program farm ers 
can secure CCC loans to finance 
on-farm 
storage 
and

facilities needed for grain and 
other commodities.

LSH Trial 


Erupts Into 


Legal Dispute 


LIMA. Ohio (AP) — Prose­ 
cution 
and 
defense 
attorneys 
exchanged charges Friday dur­ 
ing the aggravated assault trial 
of William Huff, 30, a former 
attendant at Lima State Hospi­ 
tal. 
Huff is the first of 31 former 
hospital employes to he tried on 
charges returned last Novem­ 
ber by a special state grand 
jury which investigated condi­ 
tions at the hopsital 
Defense attorney Joseph I)a- 
Pore had objected to the testi­ 
mony of a former patient, Carl 
Collier, who alleged he was as­ 
saulted by Huff in the m ax­ 
imum security ward sometime 
in April 1971. 
With the jury out. Da Pore 
said it was difficult to prepare 
a defense for an incident for 
which there was no specific 
date. 
At that point, assistant state 
Atty. Gen. Nicholas C urd rose 
to leave the room. DaPore told 
Judge 
John 
Harnishfeger he 
thought Curci might be going to 
the witness room to talk with 
Collier about the date. 
Another 
prosecutor. 
Robert 
Mihlbaugh, then angrily pointed 
to a spectator in the courtroom 
and accused him and several 
others of threatening the state’s 
witnesses. He said they were 
hospital attendants. 
DaPore said the accusations 
were unfounded 
and 
accused 
Mihlbaugh 
of 
coaching 
state 
witnesses. 
Mihlbaugh denied the charge, 
and DaPore said, “ Well you’re 
a liar.” To this Mihlbaugh re­ 
plied, “ You’re a liar.” 
Harnishfeger told both sides 
to prepare position papers and 
said he would decide whether 
to admit the testimony. 
The trial recessed until Mon­ 
day.

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 
The governm ent’s key witness 
in the antiwar conspiracy trial
